RECYCLING REPORT: Chuck Esposito reported that he and Clerk Buchanan attended a DNR 
recycling meeting. The report showed that in 2004/2005 300 pounds of recycled material per 
person was processed. In 2008 recycled material fell to 200 pounds per person, with the Town 
still meeting the required amount of recycled material. Discussion followed on recycling of scrap 
metal. Chuck Esposito requested Attorney Mills look into changes in the Town ordinance to 
cover recycling scrap metal. Town of Mukwonago includes scrap metal in their ordinance and the 
Town of East Troy will review that ordinance. 

LIBRARY REPORT: None. 

POLICE REPORT: Chief Surges presented the May police report. 

Chief Surges reported that there is one pier application for a variance on the July agenda. Chief 

Surges reported at the last meeting a resident requested the Police report compare year to year. 

Attorney Mills gave an email that the landfill is having a solar flame burning to burn off methane 

gas produced by the Landfill. Supervisor Klarkowski requested to keep track of any complaints 

on this issue. 

Chairman Stoesser asked Chief Surges if he had a fire works permit on file. Chief Surges stated 

that he did not have any fireworks permits on file. 

The DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS REPORT: None. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS: 

The FIRE DISTRICT: A memo from David Bitter was handed out for review. 
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The PLANNING COMMISSION Report: Supervisor Klarkowski reported on the June 2 Planning 

Commission meeting. Supervisor Klarkowski moved to approve the sign variance, N9228 

Eastshore Drive, PET900004A, by Michael Brillowski/Dockside. Supervisor Montez seconded 

the motion. Discussion followed.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS: Establishing and Ordinance for Booth Lake Memorial Park/Parking 

Ordinance. Attorney Mills advised that they have not received information from the Park Board. 

Melody Denhart reported that the Town of Troy is preparing to establish jurisdiction for the 

Ordinance. The Park Board wants the ability to have citations issued if the launch fees are not 

paid. Al Curler contacted Attorney Mills about issues that need to be established for the 

Ordinance. 

Supervisor Klarkowski moved to have the Booth Lake Memorial Park/Parking Ordinance on the 

July agenda. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. Discussion followed.

NEW BUSINESS: Chairman Stoesser reported on the Stop Signs requested & visibility issues in 
Miramar Subdivision. Greg Twelmeyer sent a memo to the Town Board stating the visibility 
issues have been taken care of (brush cleared). Don Schmidt advised that the tree they are talking 
about is a blind spot. Greg Twelmeyer will contact the owner of the tree. The DPW has an 
estimate from a tree service on removing the tree. 

Chairman Stoesser moved to approve the installation of four stop signs at the following locations: 
#1. Elm & White Oak (2 stop signs) #2. Hickory @ Miramar Drive #3. Maple @ Miramar Drive. 
That the Town Attorney be instructed to prepare the ordinance authorizing the stop signs so that 
the Town Board can approve the ordinance next month in July, 2010. 
Brett Strong stated that no one stops at the stop signs and they need more patrol in Miramar 
subdivision. Brett Peach, Walnut Street, stated that no one stops at the stop signs. The police have 
run traffic, but nothing changes. Chief Surges commented on the subdivision traffic violations. It 
is the people that live there that are violating. Chuck Esposito stated that other people want an 
officer at Wilmers Landing Road and there is only one officer on duty. Bob Rice questioned 
speed bumps being installed. Attorney Mills reported that there is a definite increase in citations 
in the Miramar Subdivision. Neil Marini stated that the Village installed cameras at the ballpark 
on Graydon Avenue. Chief Surges will look into cameras in the area. 
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Chairman Stoesser amended the motion subject to review by Chief Surges. Supervisor Montez 

requested that DPW and Chief Surges check the area, the put it on the July agenda. 

Supervisor Klarkowski amended the motion that Chief Surges and Greg Twelmeyer, DPW make 

a recommendation to the Town Board for stop signs at: #1 Elm & White Oak (2 signs) #2. 

Hickory @Miramar Drive #3. Maple @ Miramar Drive. Also Attorney Mills to present an 

ordinance for the stop signs for the July Board meeting. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion.

Clerk Buchanan stated the Board members have a letter from the Lake Beulah Association for a 
fireworks permit. 

Chairman 
Stoesser turned over the permit to Fire Chief Mike Barutha to handle the permit. Chief Barutha 
stated he is going to handle the permit. 

ATTORNEY REPORT: Attorney Mills presented Ordinance 2010-12, amending recreating 

Section 7.04(1); 7.90(1) & (2); repealing & replacing 7.12. 

Supervisor Montez moved to waive the second reading of Ordinance 2010-12. Supervisor 

Klarkowski seconded the motion.

Attorney Mills presented drafting a Public participation Plan Resolution. 

A resolution is done yearly to handle any changes to the Land Use Plan. The Planning 

Commission is accepting any changes to the Land Use Plan in June and then it is going to the 

County Board in November. 

Supervisor Klarkowski moved to approve the Public Plan Resolution on the July agenda. 

Supervisor Montez seconded the motion.

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Attorney Mills presented the correspondence regarding the collection matter. 

The overdue amount is $1 16.24. Attorney Mill's collection letter cost is approximately $37.00.

$37.00. Supervisor Klarkowski seconded the motion.

Surges & Attorney Mills addressed the noise ordinance (decimal level). 

They do appreciate traffic enforcement on CTH J. Jodie Bartle-Garber stated that Envirocon, 

Division Road, has the house that needs to be torn down. Discussion followed and the Town will 

look into the situation. 

Kim Buchanan stated that the Recycling Ordinance is to be amended on the July agenda before 

the garbage contract goes out for bids this year. Chuck Espostio reported that Kim Buchanan 

assists him with the DNR grant, signs the grant, assists with the audit reports and is the official 

town recycling representative.
